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A Few Words to Our Readers 


East/Wesyt published its first issue on New Years Day 
in 1967. In the sixties，we felt the Chinese American 
community had no effective voice in'tite 1larger Saciety 
and ouUr community was divided by iolitical differences， 
Iegional loyalties and general cliquishness， It was OU 
hope to publish a bilingual paper to bridge the gap be- 
tween Chinese-Speaking and English-speaking Chinese 
Americans，and to share our problems and aspirations 
With those outside our community. 


Once we began to publish，we faced hostile opposition 


for which we'werenot prepared. Although we have stated， 
more times than we can remember，that East 了 Yeyt 计 
a_ community paper interested primarily in issues con- 
cerning the Chinese American community，and that， 
as U S citizens，we do not Support the concept of a dual 


Citizenship，oOuIT position seemed to generate Strong Te- 


actions in certain circles in Chinatown. 


As an extension of the above position，we urged the 
community not to involve ouirselves in the politics of 
China, but to participate in American politics. This stance 
invited attacks :from both pro-Taipei and pro-Belijing 
groupSs， We also remember times in the early years when 
TIeaders disagreed with our editorials and articles，and 
We WwWere Sued in court (we Won the case). 工 wice，hired 
thugs broke windows at our office; once cherry bombs 
'Were tossed into the office. And we ate still hurt and 
angered that gang members were Coached to jump on 
and beat up Our staff. 


Those who would like to' see Pas1mest stop public- 
ation used mean and lowly tactics. A_ newspaper appear- 
ed in Chinatown a few years ago bearing the name of 
East/West Publishing Co., but carrying oftenmpornographic 
and goSsip materials， After we prepared to sue，the 
publication stopped. And it turned out, it was backed 
by the publisher of a_ local daily. Phone listings with 
nothing to do with us also appeared in the phone book 
With the name East/mest to confuse our callers and to 
-divert Our mail. 


With the heljp of the staff and writers，the SupPort 
of our readers and an increasing number of community 
OoTganizations and agencies，we have persevered and oVerT- 
come many difficulties. We are gad to see that in this 
decade and a half，the _ community has become more 
tolerant and open-minded，that more young people are， 
willing to return to help our community, and that greater 
interest is shown in the American political process. 

OUI community still needs a _ bridge to address the 
different age groups and factions，and _ a voice to the 
larger community. We at East/Wert rededicate OUfselves 
to serving thls need. - Gordon Lew

Not since the first decade of this 
century 一 during the final years 
of the Manchu dynasty and the 
early years of the Chinese repub- 
lic 一 have we witnessed such 
phenomenal proliferation of 
Chinese newspapers,， Future 
historians will probably call our 
period the golden age of Chinese 
American journalism , 

But this period has hardly been 
kind to the many aspiring pub- 
lishers，Omne must wonder how 
many people in the SF Chinese 
community have heard of，much

SAN FRANCISCO 一 One 
hundred years ago，on May 6， 
1882, President Chester A. Arthur 
signed an act passed by the US 
Congress “to execute certain treaty 
stipulations relating to Chinese; 
namely，to Suspend the immigra- 
tion of Chinese laborers, This act， 
marking a watershed in US immi- 
gration policy and having far- 
reaching effects on the subsequent 
development of the “Chinese 
American community，was the 
culmination of three decades of 
Tacist agitation against the 
Chinese in California during the 
last half of the 19th century， 

Chinese first immigrated to the 
US in large numbers during the 
Caljifornia Gold Rush. Entering a 
milieu where endemic notions of 
whbite supremacy had alloweq 
black slavery，genocide against 
Native Americans，and political 
OpPpression of the Hispanics，the 
Chinese too soon became a target 
of American racism ， 

NATIVISTIC 

In 1852，California legislators， 
catering to nativistic feelings 
among white miners, re-enacted a 
foreign miners” tax law to curb 
Chinese gold mining activities， In 
1854，the California，Supreme 
Court classified Chinese，with 
blacks， mulattoes and Indians， 
thereby denying them the right to 
testify against white men in courts 
of law. In 1860，the state Super- 
intendent of education lumped 
them together with “Africans and 
Diggers”and barred them from 
attending the same schools as 
white children,. During this early 
period，however，Ppopular anti- 
Chinese actions Were Sporadic and 
largely unorganized， 

Employeis，on the other hand， 
found Chinese labor to be indis- 
pensable iD the then labor-short 
California. During the 1860s, they 
eagerly hired thousands of 
Chinese to build the transcontin- 
ental Trailroad，to reclaim tule 
marshes in the Sacramento-San 
Joaquin River delta，and to work 
in ”California s developing light 
industries andagriculture.In1868， 
the US and ”China signed the 
Burlingame Treaty in order to 
facilitate the immigration of 
Chinese labor.， As California s 
economy expanded after the 
completion .of the transcon- 
tinental railroad in 1869， in- 
creasing ” numbers of Chinese 
immigrants ljanded. 

During the same period，large 
groups of white immigrants came 
from east of the Mississippi as they 
hearkened to Horace Greeleys 
exhortation to go west，At this 
time， the government and 
economy of California “was 
dominated by the railroad 
Imonopoly and large corpor- 
ations. Together with big farmers， 


they profited from the fruits of 
Chinese labor by paying them 
lower wages than those paid to 
whites，and by exploiting- the 


antagonisms between Chinese amiu 
white labor. 


When a _ depression hit Cali- 
fornia in the mid-1870s，thous- 
ands of unemployed roamed the 
streets， and the capital-labor 


struggle grew in intensity. Labor 
leaders railed against the rail- 
road monopoly and the corpora- 
tions. They also attacked Chinese 
labor as being the tools of the big 
employers and enemies of white 
labor. Labor was soon joined by 
small farmers ,and entrepreneurs 
who felt threatened by the rail- 
road monopoly and other large 
corporations， as well as by 
Chinese competition， Demagogic 
politicians and ， sensationajistic 
journalism further fanned racial 
hatred through inflammatory 
Speeches and articles. 

FEVER 

The Chinese，then being a 
politically impotent minority from 
a diplomatically weak nation， 
became a convenient scapegoat to 
beblamed for practically all of the 
current society's illjs，They were 
accused of causing depressed 
wages, depriving white workers of 
jobs，corrupting morals，bringing 
in loathbsome diseases, and a mul- 
titude of other sins,“The Chinese 
must gol , a phrase first coined by 
Denis Kearney of the Working- 
men'Ss Party of California， 
resounded again and again form 
the rostrum at mass meetings and 
rallies， 

San Erancisco，being a main 
port of entrance for the Chinese， 
became the hub of an anti-Chi- 
nese movement. Anti-Chinese 
riots Soon erupted in many other 
California towns，and organized 
agitation to ban Chinese immigra- 
tion rose to fever pitch，Many 
cities and towns enacted 
ordinances to harass the Chinese 
and to deprive them of their 
livelihood， In 1879，California 
passed a_ new constitution which 
incljuded Section XIX，.

pressured into signing in 1880.

The passage of the 下 xclusionl 
Act fueled more ， anti-Chinese, 
agitation，and anti-Chinese viol- 
ence was common throughout the 
West during the 1880s and 1890s. 
Chinese were expelled from many 
areas，harassed in others，As a 
result， many abandoned rural 
areas for larger cities and towns， 
where Chinatowns afforded some 
Protection. Others sought refuge 
in population centers east of the 
Rockies，

of the 1882 legislation， then 
moved in for the kill， They 
continued to _ agitate for more 
stringent anti-Chinese immigra- 
tion laws，with the end objec- 
tive being total exclusion of all 
Chinese, In the Act of September 
13，1888，a Chinese laborer was 
not allowed reentry unless he had 
a lawful wife, child or parents in 
the US, or had'property in the US 
valued ata minimum of $1,000. 


Three weeks later， Congress 
passed the Scott Act which pro- 
hibited the return of Chinese 
laborers who had departed_ from 
the US，effectively excluding over 
20,000 Chinese who had tempor- 
arily departed to visit families or 
relatives. The Geary Act of 1892 
extended the 1882 Act for another 
10 years _ and required labor- 
ers to register andq obtain certi- 
ficates of residence. 

LEGCAL ACTION 

The beleaguered and onut- 
numbered Chinese, with their few 
white Supporters， nonetheless 
pinned their hopes on the Ameri- 
can sense of justice and often 
Tesorted to legal action to seek to 
stem this adverse tide.

Court ruled that a San Francisco 
laundry ordinance violated the 
civil rights of a Chinese laundry- 
man by denying him equal Pro- 
tection under the law， 

However, in another landmark 
case， Fomng TYue Ting vs， US 
(1893)， which challenged the 
registration requirment of the 
Geary Act,， the Chinese lost. The 
pro-exclusion forces， had Pre- 
vailed，and the “Chinese Ques- 
tion” was on its way toward “Tes: 
olution.”Tonopah，Nevada drew 
the dubious distinction of hosting 
the last anti-Chinese riot，on the 
night of September 15，1903. Im 
1904，Congress extended Chinese 


exclusion indefinitely. Other 


nations followed the pattern set by 
America，as Canada，Australia， 


New Zealand, the Union of South 
Africa, and Latin American coun- 


tries took similar action. 

The racist policy thus initiated 
by the Exclusion Act became 3a 
cancerous sore which continued to 
fester and spread in the American 
Social body. After the 1900s, racist 
agitators expanded their goals to 
demand the exclusion of all 
Asians, They gained this objective 
when Congress passed the Immi= 
gration Act of 1924. The apogee 
was reached during World War II 
when wartime hysteria led to the 
forced evacuation of West Coast 
Japanese Americans into Sn 
Iment centers. 

The Chinese 下 xclusion Act sat 
heavily on the Chinese of Ameri- . 
ca until World War II，when the 
need to counteract Japanese anti- 
White Propaganda and_ to keep 
China in the war, led tosits repeal 
in 1943. The exclusion era, lasting 
Six decades，Ppriofoundly affected 
the development of the Chinese 
American community.

OAKLAND 一 “We [the Chi- 
nese people] have our hopes，our 
dreams....All we ask is that the 
Chinese be admitted in this 
country on the same plane of 
equality as other nationalities,” 
wrote Theodora Chan Wang， 
president and founder of Chinese 
Women's Association， to the Netw 
YorK Times during her 所 ght 
against the Chinese 下 xclusion Act, 

Although Wang herself grew up 
and attended schools in this 
country, she still suffered discrim- 
ination. After her graduation from 
the University of California,，Berk- 
eley in 1920, Wang continued her 
studies for her masters degree in 
Educational ”Psychology at_ the 
Teachers ”College at _ Columbia 
University，Wang completed her 
-work successfully in Columbia， 
yet she could not get a teachers” 
certificate. 

HATRED 
“The reason was simple: Iwas a 


Chinese and a non-US citizen,” 
Wang said 
After she graduated from 


Columbia，VWang accepted a job 
offer from the newly opened 
Chinatown YWCA，There， she 
taught English and health classes 
and helped people go to hospitals. 
“Chinese people at that time went 
to hospitals onljy when they were 
drying,” Wang commented， 
“Chinese are too quiet and too 
peaceful. We don't fight for our 


Tights,”VWang，now in her 80s， 


continued. 

“Once I wanted to buy a house 
in NY. The owner turned me 
down even after he accepted my 
check,” she recalled.“He just said 
his partner sold the house 
already.” Then .there were no 
agencies like Chinese for Affirma- 
tive Action or other civil rights 
groups，where people could turn 
for help, she pointed out， 

“There was incredible hatred 
against Chinese,”she noted. As an 
example, she mentioned a couple 
who were college_ graduates and 
friends of hers.， Although the 
couple endeavored to make 
friends with their neighbors, piles 
of garbage in front of their house 
greeted them every time they went 
home. 


PROTECTION 


The incident which probably 
triggered Wang's fight against 
such discrimination was her exper- 
ience in an amusement park. Her 
son wanted to swim in the park， 
and Wang went to buy tickets for 
him, She was refused, however, at 
the counter，because it was“club 
day.” Later when two white 
children came in，they bought 
their tickets without any troubles. 
Wang found out later that there 
was no such “club day,” 

“ 工 was very angry,， and I talked 
to the manager of the park,” 
Wang explained. “The manager' 
apologized but said， IT like 
Chinese people myself，but our 
White clients would be upset to see 
Chinese swimming in the pool 
with them. Sorry]

AcCivil Rights Pioneer

Wang went to the Chinese 
General Consulate， The only 


response from the Consulate was 
that they would write to the 
owner of the park, The Consulate 
should have written to the US 
government about the Chineses 
suffering， Wang exclaimed. 
“There was just no protection for 
the Chinese.” 

The discrimination against 
Chinese women was even more 
severe than that against Chinese 
men，VWang noted.“When Ifirst 
came to NY fifty years ago，there 
were no women walking on the

HONOR 
To instill the idea of social 
justice into Chinese women， 
Wang founded the “Chinese 


Women's Association in 1932， am 
organization .affiliated with the 
New York City Women's Clubs， 
Besides teaching 王 nglish and 
health classes，-the -club helped 
China :by collecting old clothes， 
holdqing bazaars， organizing 3 
China War Relief Clothing Medi- 
cal Supplies Warehouse， and 
sponsoring the first “Chinese 
womens parade，in which 7,000 
people participated. 

As“Woman of the Week”in 
March 1943， Wang met with 
Madame Chiang 天 ai-shek in NY， 
urging her to talk to Eleanor 
Roosevelt about the repeal of the 
Chinese 下 xclusion Act，With the 
heljp of Madame Chiang，Pearl 
Buck，and_thousands of friends 
writing to President Roosevelt and 
Congress，the 下 xclusion Act was 
finally repealed in 1943. 

On _ account of her achieve- 
ments，Wang received a Certi- 
ficate of Honor from Nelson 
Rockefeller. 

Today, Wang is involved in the 
North Berkeley Senior Center. One 
of the most active senior centers in 
the Bay Area，it offers classes in 
Chinese Art，Tai Chi，English， 
Mandarin， and _ many ， more， 
“Times have changed. Chinese 
people todqay are very much 
respected by Americans,， Wang 
said， adding that racism sti 
remains and demands our vigi-
